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Assistance to Municipalities 
for Bilingualism Activities 


The Ministry of lntergovernmental Affairs 
offers financial assistance to municipalities in Ontario 
that are prepared to provide certain basic municipal ser- 
vices in French as well as English. 


This assistance is in support of French- 
language-training programs for anglophone employees 
and English-ianguage-training programs for francophone 
employees. There is also provision for assisting munici- 
palities to translate some of their publications into French. 


The financial assistance offered is intended to 
offset part of the costs of providing bilingual services during 
the early years of a municipality's commitment, when costs 
are likely to be highest. 


This pamphlet is intended to inform Ontario 
municipalities of the financial assistance available under 
this program; bilingualism activities eligible for assistance; 
and the formula by which a maximum amount is estab- 
lished for each municipality participating in the program. 


This program consists of two sub-programs: 


® Instruction in English or French as a second 
language for members and staff of municipal 
councils, and certain other local authorities; 
and 


® Translation of municipal publications into 
French. 
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Eligible activities 


The following are examples of municipal acti- 
vities eligible for financial assistance under the program: 


e Language instruction 
Non-compulsory instruction in English or 
French as a second language for some or all 
members of the council or staff, or both, of the 
municipality. 


eFrench translation of documents 


— Regulatory by-laws and other instruments 
affecting the rights and property of individuals. 


— Official plans and other policy documents. 


— Public notices and publications designed to 
disseminate general information. 


— Annual and other reports. 

— Forms used by the general public. 
— Stationery, cheques, receipts, etc. 
— Council agenda and minutes. 


Formula 


® The amount of financial assistance available 
to each municipality admitted to the program will be estab- 
lished on the basis of a formula providing for a four-year 
term for each municipality, with a decreasing contribution 
by the Province in each succeeding year, as follows:

First 80% 20% 
Second 60% 40% 

Third 40% 60% 
Fourth 20% 80%

General 


® Financial assistance under the bilingualism 
program is available to support the use of French in the 
provision of one or more services by a municipality. It also 
provides for English-language instruction for francophone 
members and staff of municipal councils and certain other 
local authorities. 


®The financial assistance available under the 
program is intended to cover only start-up costs of muni- 
cipal programs and no municipality will receive funds for 
more than one four-year period in either of the sub- 
programs. : 


® Payments will be made on the basis of claims 
submitted by each municipality, supported by evidence of 
expenditures incurred by the municipality. Expenditures in 
excess of the agreed-upon maximum will be the responsi- 
bility of the municipality itself.

® Funds will be made available to municipal 
corporations only, and not to other local authorities, with 
the exception of local authorities in territory without muni- 
cipal organization. However, municipalities may make the 
benefits of the program available to local authorities oper- 
ating under legislation administered by the Ministry of 
Intergovernmental Affairs. Any other local authority inter- 
ested in this type of assistance should direct its enquiries 
to the ministry that administers the legislation under which 
it operates. 


® Any municipality wishing to participate in the 
bilingualism program should contact the Municipal 
Administration Branch or the appropriate field offices of 
the Ministry for further details.
